“ A s to cur future action, we propose 
to follow in the future as we have in the 
past, legal procedure in the obtaining 
of our h gal rights and shall take proper 
steps to secure redress against all who 
prompted, aided, abetted or participated 
in the riots of today, whether they are 
miners, miners’ officials, state officials 
or others. 
We snail deter nu ne before 
we are through whether the govern­ 
ment of this state eau class our colored 
population as ex convicts, scalawags, 
etc., with impunity, and whether the 
colored citizens of this country can have 
tneir rights under the constitution set 
aside at the whim and pleasure of the 
government of Illinois. 
We shall de­ 
termine for ourselves and others in this 
state just how far a governor can annul 
and evade the duties placed upon him 
by the constitution and statutes of this 
state.” 


Virden, Ills., Oct. 18.—The union 
miners and imported negroes have had 
a desperate battle here. A Chicago and 
Alton special train bearing 200 negro 
wirers from the south arrived at the 
stockade around the Chicago-\ irden 
Coal company'8 urines aud immediately 
terrific firing began. Ten were known 
to be killed and many wonnde a.

For the past two weeks rumors have 
reached Virden daily that a train hav­ 
ing negroes from Alabama would reach 
the city, and the Chicago and Alton 
depot has been surrounded day and 
night by vigilant mines determinedly 
awaiting their arrival. 
When tqe Chicago and Alton limited 
passed through enroute to Chicago an 
hour late, displaying flags on the rear 
indicating that a special was following 
word was spread aud a dense crowd of 
miners lined the station platform while 
another crowd collected at the entrance 
of tile stockade a half mile north of the 
station. 
D. B. Riley, a Chicago and 
Alton detective, stood guard at a switch 
to see it was not tampered with. 
The special tram passed the station 
and signal shots were fired from the 
south i nd of t..e train announcing the 
speci ti s arrival, 
immediately shots 
were tired from the moving train and 
outside and t ie battle was on.

Chips flew from the 
brick chimney, and Eyster ran from 
cover across to the roof of another store, 
bring into the street below as he ran. 
From there he crossed to the roof of the 
bank of Virden, where he reloaded his 
revolvers. 
Blood was flowing from a 
wound in his side, but, with dogged de­ 
termination, against terrible odds he 
continued his flight. 
Jumping to the 
roof of the Bae & Gosh drug store, 
he halted behind a projection from the 
roof of the building he had just left, 
and emptied both his six chambered 
revolvers. 
Then springing from cover Eyster 
dashed ahead amid the rain of bullets 
to the roof of the Steed building, the 
upper srorv of which is known as 
Miners’ hall. 
He either fell or jumped 
through the skylight aud landed in the 
arms of a crowd of miners, who seized 
aud carried him down stairs to the 
street. 
Other hands seized the almost 
unconscious man aud he was dragged 
into the middle of the street. 
Local 
policemen drove back the crowd and 
carried Eyster to the city square across 
the street and laid him on the grass. 
Lyster was motionless and supposedly 
dead. 
The police left him lying and 
attempted to disperse the crowd. 
In a few minutes Eyster was seen to 
raise his hand and wipe the blood from 
his face. Two men sprang at him, and, 
with the ferocity of tigers, began jump­ 
ing on his body and striking him on the 
head with stones. 
With a yell the 
angry crowd charged into the square to 
kill Eyster. 
The police charged in a 
body and fought their way to the cen­ 
ter of the mob, where they took a stand 
over the prostrate, battered, bleeding 
man. 
A carrier was procured and Ey 
ster was taken to the Buckles hotel. He 
had been shot through the groin and is 
terribly battered about the head. 
The 
physician states that he has barely 
chance for recovery.

S p r i n g f i e l d , 111., Oct. 13.—The spe­ 
cial tram on the Chicago and Alton 
which brought the Alabama negroes 
from Virden last night had eight woun­ 
ded men—all deputies except one, who 
was a colored miner, who was taken to 
the Springfield city hospital. Of these 
one man died, William W. Carroll, a 
deputy sheriff. 
John M. Hunter of Pontiac, the presi­ 
dent of the Illinois district of the 
United Mine W orkers of America, lie s 
at the Collins House in a critical condi­ 
tion. 
Mr. Hunter got on the train 
which bore the colored miners to this 
city aud engaged in conversation with 
two of the colored miners.

GRAHAM TESTIFIED. 


Had No C om plaint lo Make of th® Coa­ 


dmit of tile W a r D ep artm ent. 


W a s h in g to n , Got. 18.—Before the 
war investigating board General Gra­ 
ham, now in command at Clamp Meade, 
stated that he had no complaint to make 
as to the management of the war de­ 
partment, but he thought the war was 
such an emergency that the department 
was not at first prepared to meet iii de­ 
mands as promptly as desirable. 
He believed that the proximity of the 
tents to one another at Camp Alger waa 
responsible more than any other cause 
for the sickness there, and he said that 
the medical officers also were of this 
opinion. 
He 
thought the want of 
water for bathing purposes and the 
habits of the men in eating other food 
than that prescribed by the regulations 
had I md a deleterious influence. 
General Graham stated that, while 
commissary supplies were plentiful, the 
men wert; often in need because the 
regimental officers were not sufficiently 
impressed with the importance of draw­ 
ing their food. 
Taking it all in all, General Graham 
said he had no doubt that the medical 
department at Camp Alger was admin­ 
istered in a competent manner. 
With 
the reforms inaugurated Camp Alger 
woald have been very healthful and the 
removal to Camp Meade was largely 
sentimental aud in obedience to public 
clamor. He declared Camp Meade to be 
an ideal camp aud well supplied. 
He said he would recommend that in 
the future there should be regular offi­ 
cers in all volunteer regiments; thai 
camps should be farther apart; that ar­ 
rangements should be made for ere- 
mating ail effete matter.

Eyster ran behind a 
counter witn a revolver in each hand.

He ran to the top of the building and 
jumped behind the chimney, while the 
miners ran into the street and opened 
tire on him again. Chips flew from the 
brick chimney, and Eyster ran from 
cover across to the roof of another store, 
tiring into the street below as he ran. 
From there he crossed to the roof of the 
bank of Virden, where he reloaded his 
revolvers. 
Blood was flowing from a 
wound in his side, but, w ith dogged de­ 
term ination, against terrible odds he 
continued his Hight. 
Jum ping to the 
roof of the Bae & Gosh drug store, 
he halted behind a projection from the 
roof of the building he had ju st left, 
and eiuptied both his six chambered 
revolvers. 
Then springing from cover Eyster 
dashed alidad amid the rain of bullets 
to the roof of the Steed building, the 
upper story of which is known as 
Aimers' hall. 
He either fell or jumped 
through the skylight and landed in tho 
arm s of a crowd of miners, who seized 
aud carried him down stairs to the 
street.

carried Eyster to the city square across 
the street and laid him on the grass. 
Eyster was motionless and supposedly 
dead.

In a few m inutes Eyster was seen to 
raise his hand and wipe the blood from 
his face. Two men sprang at him, and, 
with the ferocity of tigers, began jum p­ 
ing on his body and striking him on the 
head w ith stones. 
W ith a yell the 
angry crowd charged into the square to 
kill Eyster. 
The police charged iii a 
body and fought their way to the cen­ 
ter of the mob, where they took a stand 
over the prostrate, battered, bleeding 
man. 
A carrier was procured and Ey­ 
ster was taken to the Buckles hotel. He 
had been shot through the groin and is 
terribly battered about the head.

Of these 
one m an died, William W. Carroll, a 
deputy sheriff. 
John M. H unter of Pontiac, the presi­ 
dent of the Illinois district of the 
United Mine Workers of America, lie s 
at the Collins House in a critical condi­ 
tion. 
Mr. H unter got on the train 
which bore the colored miners to this 
city aud engaged in conversation w ith 
two of the colored miners. 
Some of 
the deputy sheriffs saw H unter, and 
when the train was between N orth 
G rand avenue and the north shaft, and 
was going at the rate of 18 miles an 
hour, it is estimated, the deputies a t­ 
tacked H unter and pushed him off the 
train.

The president of the U nited States 
has been kept busy acknowledging the 
niosr enthusiastic greetings from his 
western constituents. 
Admissions uuml*ered abont 125,000. 
President McKinley, in the course of 
his speech, thanked the people of Omaha 
for his welcome and extended greeting 
to Oma Ila, the state of Nebraska and to 
tin* people of all the states of the traus- 
Mississippi group. 
"One of the great laws of life is prog­ 
ress, and nowhere have the principles of 
this law been so strikingly illustrated 
as in the United States. A century and 
a decade of our national life have turned 
doubt into conviction; changed experi­ 
ment into demonstration; revolutionized 
old methods aud won new trium phs 
which have challenged the attention of 
the world. 
This is true not only of the 
accumulation of m aterial wealth and 
advance in education, science, inven­ 
tion and manufactures, but above all in 
the opportunities to the people for their 
own elevation, which have been se­ 
cured by wise free government. 
••Hitherto in peace and in war, with 
additions to our territory and slight 
changes in our laws, we have steadily 
enforced the spirit of the constitution 
secured to us by the noble self-sacrifice 
aud tar-seeing sagacity of our ances­ 
tors. 
We nave avoided the tem ptations 
oi conquest in tile spirit of gain. 
With 
ail me reusing love for our institutions 
aud an abiding I aith in their stability, 
we have made the trium phs of our sys­ 
tem of governm ent in the progress aud 
prosperity of our people an inspiration j 
to tin whole hum an race. 
Confronted 
at this moment by new aud grave 
problems, we m ust recognize that their 
solution will effect not ourselves alone, 
but others ut the family of nations. 
"In this age of frequent interchange 
ami m utual dependency, we cannot 
shirk our international resposibilities if 
we would; they m ust be met w ith cour­ 
age ami wisdom and we m ust follow 
duty even if the desire opposes. 
No de­ 
li b Vat ion can be too m ature or self con­ 
trol too constant in this solemn hour of 
our iii story. 
We m ust avoid the temp­ 
tation of undue aggression and aim to 
secure only such results as will pro­ 
mote our own and the general g o o d .’ 
At another point lie said: 
"On April Jo, for the first tim e for 
more than a generation, the United 
S tates sounded the call to arms. 
The 
banners of w ar were unfurled; the best 
and bravest from 
every section re­ 
sponded; a m ighty army was enrolled; 
the north aud south vied w ith each 
other in patriotic devotion; science was 
invoked to furnish its most effective 
weapons; factories were rushed to sup­ 
ply equipm ents; the youth and the vet­ 
eran joined in freely offering their ser­ 
vices to the country; volunteers and 
regulars aud all the people rallied to the 
support of the republic.” 
He then spoke of w nat we had done 
w ith a small navy. 
Although having a 
small standing army, we soon mobilized 
a great force, and $50,000,000 was voted 
for national defense w ithout debate or 
division, a mere indication 
of 
our 
m ighty reserve ;>ower. 
Then he said

of the war w hat shall we say of it now, 
w ith hostilities suspended and peace 
near at hand, as we fervently hope? 
Matchless in its results; unequaled in 
its completeness aud the quick success­ 
ion w ith which victory followed vic­ 
tory; attained earlier than it was be­ 
lieved to be possible, so comprehensive 
in its sweep th at every thoughtful man 
feels the weight of its responsibility 
which has been so suddenly thrust 
upou us, aud above all and beyond all 
the valor of the American arm y and the

General Graham stated that, while 
commissary supplies were plentiful, the 
men were often in need because the 
regim ental officers were not sufficiently 
impressed w ith the importance of draw­ 
ing their food. 
Taking it all in all, General G raham 
said he had no doubt th at tile medical 
departm ent at Camp Alger was adm in­ 
istered in a competent m anner. 
With 
the reforms inaugurated Camp Alger 
woald have been very healthful and the 
removal to Camp Meade was largely 
sentim ental and in obedience to pnblio 
clamor. He declared Camp Meade to bs 
an ideal camp and well supplied. 
He said he would recommend that in 
the future there should be regular offi­ 
cers in all volunteer regiments; that 
camps should be farther apart; that ar­ 
rangem ents should be made for era- 
m ating all effete m atter.

The case of Homer Twaddle against 
John Logan, a 14-year-old boy, for as­ 
sault and battery, was heard last even­ 
ing in the court of Squire Hill. 
The parties acted as their own attor­ 
neys, and the large crowd which at­ 
tended the trial were furnished with 
plenty of amusement. 
Last week the 
father of Logan had Twaddle arrested 
for kicking his boy. and Twaddle plead 
guilty to the charge and was fined |6 60, 
which he paid, and immediately entered 
a counter charge against Logan. 
Pour witnesses were subpoenaed on 
the case. 
According to the testimony 
given one day last week Logan was 
running through the shop in which 
Twaddle worked and accidentally ran 
into, that gentleman. Twaddle imme­ 
diately grabbed Logan and shook him 
severely and threatened to do him bodily 
injury. 
When released Logan picked 
up a small stone about the size of a 
marble and threw it at Twaddle, strik 
iug him on the apron.

It was proved that Logan was not

five feet from 
Twaddle when he threw the stone, and 
as a consequence he oould not have in­ 
jured that gentleman to any great ex­ 
tent. Squire Hill dismissed the case and 
assessed the costs on the plaintiff.

R ev . D r. W illia m Short Say* T h ey 
A re Not a t H a v a n a , hut a t S an to 
D o m in g o — P ro fo u n d lte* p ect P aid 
to Hi* R elic* . 


Rev. Dr. William Short in a letter to 
the St. Louis Globe-Deuiocrat about 
the remains of Columbus says: The re­ 
mains which Spain is removing from 
Havana are not those of Christopher 
Columbus. 
As one of the few citizens 
of the United States who have seen and 
bad in his hands the veritable and gen­ 
uine relics of the great discoverer, I 
have several times called the attention 
of the public to an incident in modern 
history which entirely disproves 
the 
Havana claim. 
After the treaty of Basel, in 1795. 
when Spain ceded to France her part of 
the island of Santo Domingo, she reserv­ 
ed the privilege of removing the bones of 
the illustrious admiral from the cathe­ 
dral there, where they had been since 
1536 or 1541, to Spanish soil. 
But 
when the bones were brought from Se­ 
ville and placed in the cathedral at San­ 
to Domingo, no monument or inscrip­ 
tion was made to mark the exact place 
where they were deposited. Moreau St. 
Mery, writing in 1783, 12 years Before 
the time of the supposed removal to 
Havana, says that “ their location had 
become a matter of absolute doubt and 
uncertainty,’’ but when the transfer 
was about to take place, a search was 
made by excavating in the chancel of 
the cathedral, about where the relic 
was supposed to be. The record states 
that they came upon “ the remains of 
some deceased person,” but there was 
no inscription or anything by which 
they could bo identified. The records of 
the cathedral were claimed to have been 
destroyed when the soldiers of Drake 
pillaged the city, over two centuries 
ago, so it was thought there was no 
way of arriving at any absolute certain­ 
ty. The remains of this “ deceased per­ 
son” were, however, taken to Havana 
and deposited in the cathedral there 
with great pomp and ceremony. 
For 
over three-quarters of a century no 
question was raised as to these being 
the veritable remains of the great ad­ 
miral Washington Irving accepted it as 
a faot, and nearly all our school histo­ 
ries so state it. 
But in the year 1877 the Rev. Canon 
Bellini, while making some alterations 
in the chancel of the cathedral at Santo 
Domingo, came upon a small crypt un­ 
derneath the tiling of the chancel floor. 
Thinking that the find might prove of 
historic value, in order to have w it­ 
nesses to substantiate whatever might 
be revealed, before proceeding to open 
the crypt, he sent for the archbishop, 
several of the state officials and a num­ 
ber of the foreign consuls, among whom 
was our representative, Mr. Paul Jones. 
After their arrival the doors were shut 
to keep out the crowd, and the process 
cf exploration was continued. On the 
removal of the stone lid or cover of the 
crypt a leaden box was discovered about 
IS inches long by about 18*^ inches 
deep aud wide. This little box or casket 
was removed and found to contain a 
quantity of dust and quite a number of 
pieces of bones, which medical men 
readily identified as the bones of a man. 
A small plate lay upon the box and a 
couple of screws which it is supposed 
fastened the 
plate to a wooden box 
which originally contained the casket, 
but which had entirely rotted away. 
On one side of this plate, of silver, very 
much tarnished, was an inscription 
which became plainly legible after rub­ 
bing the plate and was “ A. Cristobal 
Colon,” which, as we would read it, is 
Admiral Christopher Columbus. On ex­ 
amining the leaden casket, which had 
likewise become much oxidized, other 
inscriptions were found, which, after a 
little rubbing, could also be easily de­ 
ciphered. On the top of the lid was “ D 
de la A., P’er A’te,” which was inter­ 
preted in several ways, but the follow­ 
ing was considered to bo the probable 
de la Amerique,

Previous to that time there had 
been little doubt that Spain had remov- 
becanse of what he ! ^ ti,e remains of Columbus to Havana, 
but this find was convincing proof that 
a mistake had been made aud that the 
relics taken to Havana were those of 
some one else, probably of Don Diego, 
the son of the admiral, which were 
known to have been deposited near by. 
While in S a n t o Domingo I examined tho 
evidence carefully aud became convinced 
that the bones of Columbus never were 
removed from the cathedral there. Mr. 
J. Curson Brevoort in an article in The 
Magazine of American History makes 
the same concession. Spain, of course, 
claimed fraud, and, though her own 
consul was present at the find and testi­ 
fied as to the accuracy of the investiga­ 
tions, yet he was at once superseded.

The case of Homer Twaddle against 
John Logan, a 14-year old boy, for as­ 
sault and battery, was heard last even­ 
ing in the coart of Squire Hill. 
The parties acted as their own attor­ 
neys, and the large crowd which at­ 
tended the trial were furnished with 
plenty of amusement. 
Last week the 
father of Logan had Twaddle arrested 
for kicking his boy, and Twaddle plead 
guilty to the charge and was fined $6 60, 
which he paid, and immediately entered 
a counter charge against Logan. 
Four witnesses were subpoenaed on 
the case. 
According to the testimony 
given one day last week Logan was 
running through the shop in which 
Twaddle worked and accidentally ran 
into, that gentleman. Twaddle imme­ 
diately grabbed Logan and shook him 
severely and threatened to do him bodily 
injury. 
When released Logan picked 
up a small stone about the size of a 
marble and threw it at Twaddle, strik­ 
ing him on the apron. Twaddle did 
not like this, and making a rush for the 
small boy, caught him and kicked him 
severely. 
It was proved that Logan was not 
standing more than 
five feet from 
Twaddle when he threw the stone, and 
as a consequence he oould not have in­ 
jured that gentleman to any great ex­ 
tent. Squire Hill dismissed the case and 
assessed the costs on the plaintiff.

Kev. Dr. William Short in a letter to 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat 
about 
the remains of Columbus says: Tho re­ 
mains which Spain is removing from 
Havana are not those of Christopher 
Columbus. 
As one of tho few citizens 
of the United States who have seen and 
had in his hands the veritable and gen­ 
uine relicH of the great discoverer, I 
have several times called the attention 
of the public to an incident in modern 
history which entirely disproves 
the 
Havana claim. 
After the treaty of Basel, in 1795 
when Spain ceded to France her part of 
the island of Santo Domingo, she reserv­ 
ed the privilege of removing the hones of 
the illustrious admiral from the cathe­ 
dral there, where they had been since 
1536 or 
1541, to Spanish soil. 
But 
when the bones were brought from Se­ 
ville and placed in the cathedral at San­ 
to Domingo, no monument or inscrip­ 
tion was made to mark the exact place 
where they were deposited. Moreau St. 
Mery, w riting in 1783, 12 years Before 
the time of the supposed removal to 
Havana, says that “ their location had 
become a m atter of absolute doubt and 
uncertainty,” but when the transfer 
was about to take place, a search was 
made by excavating in the chancel of 
the cathedral, about where the relic 
was supposed to be. The record states 
that they came upon “ the remains of 
some deceased person,” but there was 
no inscription or anything by which 
they could bo identified. The records of 
the cathedral were claimed to have been 
destroyed when the soldiers of Drake 
pillaged the city, over two centuries 
ago, so it was thought there was no 
way of arriving at any absolute certain­ 
ty. The remains of this “ deceased per­ 
son” were, however, taken to Havana 
and deposited in the cathedral there 
with great pomp and ceremony. 
For 
over three-quarters of a century no 
question was raised as to these being 
the veritable remains of the great ad­ 
miral. W ashington Irving accepted it as 
a fact, and nearly all our school histo­ 
ries so state it. 
But in the yexr 1877 the Rev. Canon 
Bellini, while making some alterations 
in the chancel of the cathedral at Santo 
Domingo, came upon a small crypt un­ 
derneath the tiling of the chancel floor. 
Thinking that the find might prove of 
historic value, in order to have w it­ 
nesses to substantiate whatever might 
be revealed, before proceeding to open 
tho crypt, he sent for the archbishop, 
several of the state officials and a num ­ 
ber of the foreign consuls, among whom 
was our representative, Mr. Paul Jones. 
After their arrival tho doors were shut 
to keep out the crowd, and the process 
cf exploration was continued. On tho 
removal of the stone lid or cover of tho 
crypt a leaden box was discovered about 
18 inches long by about 18^ inches 
deep aud wide. This little box or casket 
was removed and found to contain a 
quantity of dust and quite a number of 
pieces of bones, which medical men 
readily identified as the bones of a man. 
A small plate lay upon the box and a 
couple of screws which it is supposed 
fastened the 
plate to a wooden box 
which originally contained the casket, 
but which had entirely rotted away. 
Ou one side of this plate, of silver, very 
much tarnished, was an inscription 
which became plainly legible after rub­ 
bing the plate and was “ A. Cristobal 
Colon,” which, as we would read it, is 
Admiral Christopher Col urn bus. On ex 
amiuing the leaden casket, which had J 
likewise become much oxidized, other 
inscriptions were found, which, after a 
little rubbing, could also be easily de­ 
ciphered. On the top of the lid was “ D 
de la A., P ’er A’te,” which was inter­ 
preted in several ways, but the follow­ 
ing was considered to bo the probable 
one: “ Descubridor de la Amerique, 
Primer Alm irante” —i. e., “ Discoverer 
ut America, First Admiral. ” On the un­ 
derside of the lid was also found the 
following: “ Ill’tre y E s’cog do Varou, 
Don Cristefval Colon,” which translated 
means, “ The Most Illustrious and En­ 
lightened Squire, Christopher Colum­ 
bus.” 
This find caused the greatest excite­ 
ment in Santo Domingo and filled the 
authorities with amazement. The most 
careful record was kept of the examiua- 
tiou and was certified to by those pres 
cut. 
Previous to that time there had 
been little doubt that Spain had remov­ 
ed the remains of Columbus to Havana, 
but this find was convincing proof that 
a mistake bad been made and that the

Some men are w earing the uniform of 
the American soldier to serve the ticket 
scalpers of Chicago. 
W ith a patriotic 
iaipnlse all the railroads agreed to sell 
tickets at half rates to soldiers and 
sailors, as well as to those m ustered out 
of the service and returning to their 
homes, as those having furloughs or 
•sick leave.” 
In order to prevent im ­ 
position the railroads decided to sell the 
half rate tickets only to soldiers in 
uniform. 
The rule was not strictly ad ­ 
hered to by all the roads, some of them 
issuing the cheap tickets to persons in 
civilian dress who carried furloughs or 


•sick leaves.” 
I n a num ber of cases it 
was discovered th a t tickets given to 
pach persons were sold to scalpers. 
One 
man in one day secured 
half 
rate 
tickets from four railroads. 
Then the 
railroads more rigidly enforced the rule 
that the half rate tickets should be 
issued only to soldiers in uniform . 
For 
a time it seemed as if this plan was 
preventing the scalpers from getting 
the tickets, but later tests made by de­ 
tectives of the Central and W estern 
Passenger associations showed th at in 
some way the scalpers were continuing 
to get in large num bers the tickets sold 
presumably only to soldiers aud sailors. 
Yesterday one of the detectives of the 
Central Passenger association discovered 
how the scalpers were getting their 
tickets. 
A man wearing the uniform 
of a soldier, minus the letters and figures 
to indicate to which company and regi­ 
ment he belonged, w ent to the ticket 
office of the Baltimore and Ohio and se­ 
cured a half-rate ticket to Philadelphia. 
Then he went to the Erie office and got 
a ticket to New York. 
At the W abash 
office he obtained a ticket to Buffalo. 
Then he tried the western lines. 
From 
one he secured a ticket to St. Paul, from 
another a ticket to Lincoln, Neb., and 
from a third a ticket to Kansas City, all. 
of course, at half rate. 
The detective followed the man in sol­ 
dier’s clothes on his rounds, which ended 
in an office building on Dearborn street, 
near Van Buren. 
Presently out of the 
office the “soldier” entered came a m an 
who went direct to a scalper’s office on 
Clark street. 
Later the detective w ent 
there and bought one of the tickets 
which had been given at h alf-rateto th e 
soldier an hour or tw o before. 
Anybody who tries to travel on one of 
the tickets issued yesterday on account 
of a soldier will be likely to pay full fare 
and lose the money he paid the scalper. 
All the railroads issued special instruc­ 
tions to their gatem en and conductors to 
look out for the tickets. 
Heretofore most of the railroads have 
simply stamped the word “ special” on 
the tickets issued at half-rates on ac­ 
count of soldiers and sailors, and it was 
the easiest thing for brokers to handle 
them.

“ Departmental headaches are a dis­

The thing seems to 
grow among them, and they have their 
headaches as regularly as they have 
their work. 
A simple remedy which is worth try ­ 
ing is to put a rubber band around the 
head just above the ears. 
The band 
should not be tight enough to stop the 
circulation of the blood. 
The baud 
known as the string baud is generally 
sufficiently heavy for the purpose. 
It 
should be applied just as soon as it is 
noticed that the headache is setting in 
and taken off the moment the paiu 
ceases. 
In many cases the rubber band 
works nicely, though it affords no re­ 
lief when the headache is the result of 
stomach troubles or biliousness.

F. E.liott of this city. 
Lawyer Kinkaid resumed the exam­ 
ination of Mr. Rockefeller. 
He wanted 
to know more about the distribution of 
earnings of the defendant company. 
Mr. Rockefeller said that on March 
17, 1892, $8,219,540 in earnings were 
distributed in 
accordance 
with the 
order of the Ohio court that the trust be 
dissolved. 
Although Mr. Rockefeller said the 
day before that the books of the com­ 
pany were at the service of the com­ 
mission, he stated that he could not 
show the books of the corporation with­ 
out an order from the other trustees. 
Mr. Rockefeller said the following 
were the trustees of the liquidating

“ Every grand, philanthropic scheme j 
for raising money by such collections 
that we have taken the trouble to look 
into directs a considerable part of th e , 
funds into the pockets of the canvassers 
or is expended in printing, office rent,

There are many

Rev. Dr. W illiam Short in a letter to 
the St. Louin 
Glo IMI-Democrat 
about 
the rem ains of Columbus nay*: The re­ 
mains which Spain is removing from 
Havana are not those of Christopher 
Columbus. 
A h cue of the few citizens 
of the U nited States w ho have seen and 
had in his hands the veritable and gen­ 
uine relies of the great discoverer, I 
have several tim es called the attention 
of the public to an incident in modern 
history w hich entirely disproves 
the 
Havana claim . 
After the treaty of Basel, in 1795 
when Spain ceded to France ber part of 
the island of Santo Domingo, she reserv­ 
ed the privilege of rem oving tile bones of 
the illustrious adm iral from the cathe­ 
dral there, where they bad been since 
1536 or 
1541, to Spanish soil. 
But 
when the bones were brought from Se­ 
ville and placed in the cathedral at San­ 
to Domingo, no m onum ent or inscrip­ 
tion was made to mark the exact place 
where they were deposited. Moreau St. 
Mery, w riting in 1783, 12 years Before 
the tim e of the supposed removal to 
Havana, says that “ their location had 
become a matter of absolute doubt and 
uncertainty,” 
but when the transfer 
was about to take place, a search was 
made by excavating in the chancel of 
the cathedral, about where the relic 
was supposed to be. 
The record states 
that they came upon “ the rem ains of 
some deceased person,” but there was 
no inscription or anything by which 
they could bo identified. The records of 
the cathedral were claim ed to have been 
destroyed when the soldiers of Drake 
pillaged the city, over tw o centuries

The case of Homer Twaddle against 
John Logan, a 14-year-old boy, for as­ 
sault and battery, was heard last even­ 
ing in the court of Squire Hill. 
The parties acted as their ow n attor­ 
neys, and the large crowd which at­ 
tended the trial were furnished with 
plenty of am usem ent. 
Last week the 
father of Logan had Twaddle arrested 
for kicking his boy, and Twaddle plead 
guilty to the charge and was fined $6 OO, 
w hich he paid, and im m ediately entered 
a counter charge against Logan. 
Four w itnesses were subpoenaed on 
the case. 
According to the testim ony 
given one day last w eek Logan was 
running through the shop in w hich 
Tw addle worked and accidentally ran 
into that gentlem an.
